On the other hand I have sometimes gone to 
‘other places on such errands, and it has been with 
extreme difficulty that we could find lodgings, 
though the abi/ity of Christians to entertain stran- 
gers, far exceeded that of the people before de- 
seribed. And it is no unusual thing for ministers 
whe have been invited by public notices to attend

~The Man of Prayer. 


When we engage in the act of prayer we pro- | 
fess to place our dependance entirely on God, who} 
is all powerful and merciful. If that profession | 
be genuine, we shall, like Abraham, “against hope | 
believe in hope,” and trust with implicit faith the | 
good Word of God. ‘The Scriptures furnish nu-| 
merous illustrations of the truth that the prayer} 
of faith may be answered in the most suprising 
manner. Similar examples may be found in the | 
histories of deeply pious individuals. The follow. | 
ing incidents in the life of Henry Young Stilling, 
a physician of Baden, and eminent oculist, anda 
man of remarkable piety, are instructive. —CaAr. 
Watchman. 

“In youth, Stilling was extremely poor, desti-' 
tute of the common comforts and necessaries of 
life. After a long season of anxiety and prayer, | 
he felt satisfied that it was the will of God, that. 
he should go to a University and prepare himself 
for the medical profession. He did not, at first, | 
make choice of a University, but waited for an! 
intimation from his heavenly Father; for as he| 
intended to study simply from faith, he would not | 
follow bis own will in any thing. ‘Three weeks | 
afier he had come to this determination, a friend | 
asked him whether he intended to go. He re- 
“Oh,” said she, “our 
neighbor Mr. T. is going to Strasburg to spend a_ 
winter there, go with him.” This touched Stull. | 
ing’s heart ; he felt that this was the intimation | 
he had waited for. Meanwhile Mr. T. himself, 
entered the room and was heartily pleased with | 
the proposition. The whole of his welfare now 
depended on his becoming a physician, and for 
this a thousand dollars at least, were requisite, of 
which he could not tell in the whole world where 
to raise a hundr d. He nevertheless fixed his. 
confidence firmly on God.and reasoned as follows: | 
“God begins nothing without terminating it glo-| 
riously ; now itis most certainly true that He} 
alone has ordered my present circumstances en- 


| every thing regarding me in amanner worthy of 
himself.” He smilingly said to his friends who. 
| were as poor as himself—“I wonder from what | 


“believe assuredly that he who was able to feed | 
a thousand people witha little bread lives still, 
and to him I commit myself. He will certainly 
find out means. Do not be anxious, the Lord 
will provide.” 

“ Forty-six dollars was all that he could raise 
for his journey. He met unavoidable delay on | 
the way, and while in Frankfort, three days ride | 
‘from Strasburg, he had but a single dollar left. | 

He said nothing of it to any one but waited for the 
/assistance of hisheavenly Father. As he was 
_walking the street and praying inwardly to God, 
he met Mr. L., a merchant from the place of his 
_Tesidence,who saystohim : “Stilling, what brought 
| you here?” “Iam going to Strasburg to study 
medicine.” “Where do you get your money to 
study with?” “I have a rich Father in heaven.” 
Mr. L. looked steadily at him and inquired, “how 
much money have you on hand?” “Qne dol- 
lar,” says Stilling. “So,” says Mr. L. “Well, ’'m 
one of vour Father’s stewards,” and handed him 
thirty-three dollars. Stilling felt warm tears in 
hiseyes; says he, “Iam now rich enough—I 
want no more.” This first trial made him so cour- 
ageous, that he no longer doubted that God would 
help him through every thing. 

“He had been but a short time in Strasburg 
when his thirty-three dollars had again been re. 
duced to one, on which account he began again 
to pray very earnestly. Just at this time, one 
morning, his room mate, Mr. T. , Says tohim : 
“Stilling, I believe you did not bring much mon. 
ey with you,” and offered him thirty dollars in 
gold, which he gladly accepted as in answer to 
his prayers. Ina few months after this, the time 
arrived when he must pay the lecturer’s fee, or 
have his name struck from the list of students.—¢ 
The money was to be paid by six o’clock on 
Thursday evening. Thursday morning came and 
he had no money, and no means of getting any. 
The day was spent in prayer. Five o’clock in the 
evening came, and yet there wasno money. His 
heart began almost to fail; he broke out into a 
perspiration—his face was wet with tears. Some 
one knocked at the door. “Come in,” said he,

‘The outside of these chambers was taste- 
fully ornamented with beautiful creeping plants, 
while over the doorway were generally inscribed 
some Chinese characters. The coffins were very 
thick, and made of camphor wood ; and, when 
opened contained embalmed bodies in the highest 
preservation. Each “tenant of his narrow bed,” 
being attired in his best clothes, presented no 


on’s den, when Habakkuk brought him his food. 
He threw himself on the floor and thanked God 
with tears. Hethen went to the college and 
paid his fee as well as the best.

Oasis in the Desert. 

The following account of a Sabbath in the sol- 
itudes is taken from the remarks of Rev. John 
‘lodd, at one of the late benevolent celebrations 
at Boston :— 

In the northern part of the State of New York, 
he said, between the St. Lawrence and Lake 
Champlain, and between the Mohawk and the 
Hudson, there is a wilderness one hundred and 
fifty miles wide. I had had no conception that

tains, little inferior to the White mountains of 
New Hampshire. On the tops of these moun- 
tains clouds gather and pour down their rains and 
scatter their snows, so that large reservoirs are 
needed to hold the superabundant waters. The 
hand of God has hollowed out a number of beau- 
tiful lakes, in the bosom of these mountains, for 
this purpose—and here arise the rivers which flow 
in various directions to the sea. 

In the course of the last summer, 1n company 
witha learned friend,I entered that wilderness 
and penetrated to the centre, where is a beaatiful 
lake of 20 or 30 miles in length, and several miles 
wide, interspersed with little islands. Here we 
found seven families that lived alone. ‘They had 
a little foot-path through the wilderness, so that 
when they wanted to step into a store to buy any 
necessaries they could do so by following this 
foot-path only forty-three miles; or if a man 
wants bread for his family he has only to take 


| his grain on his back and go the same distance 


and get it ground, and then bring it back and go 
the sane way. These people were keen at hunt- 
ing and fishing, but children at every thing else. 
But death had entered even there, and taken a 
beautiful girl of 17, who had just died, with no 
one to administer the consolations of religion, or 
to perform religious services at her funeral. 

It was Saturday night. The sun was an hour 
high. When it was known that we were minis- 
ters of the Gospel, two young ladies jumped into 
a little boat and rowed four or five miles, to tell 
the neighbors. The next morning was still. 
There was no hunting or fishing. ‘The coons 
screamed unmolested after their prey. It was 
the first Sabbath that was ever kept there, and 
was to preach. We met ina little hut covered

Entertaining Angels Unawares. 


Once we entertained an angel. It happened 
on this wise. My father was a country minister, 


west of the Green mountains, on the high road 
from the Eastern States to the Springs. Often 
would ministers drive up to the door in their Yan- 
kee gigs, having previously ascertained by enqui- 
ry where the parish pastor lived, and calling to 
us bovs at the door, would say, “Does Mr. 
live here 7” On being answered tm the ‘affirma- 
tive, they, would ask again, “Does he keep umnis- 
ter’s tavern ?”—that is, does he entertan minis- 
ters for nothing ?—and being ‘answered in the 
same way, they would add, “Well, take my horse 
and give him four quarts of oats to-night, and 
four in the morning, and don’t water him till: he 
gets cool.” With these’ laconic intimations ‘that 
they felt quite at home, they would ‘walk’ in’ to 
enjoy the entertainment kept for the “man,” while 
we took care of the “beast,” 

“Now all this seemed sufficiently cool, not to 
say presuming, on the part of entire strangers, 
but it was the custom, and fT guess: no ‘one ever 
went away without an invitation, and a strong

There, is a vast difference among people on 
the subject of entertaining strangers, As a plain 
‘country minister, I have had frequent opportu- 
nities of making comparisons, and the result is 
this : 

When we go to Presbytery or Synod, or toa 
religious convention of any sort in some places, 
the good people seem to vie with each other in 
seeing who will most freely and handsomely en- 
tertain the strangers. Every: house is open ; ev- 
ery heart is warm; every face is pleasant; and 
while we stay we are treated as welcome guests ; 
and when we go, it is with repeated and pressing 
invitations to come again, and never to pass 
through the place without favoring the family 
with a call. 


On the other hand I have sometimes gone to 
other places on such errands, and it has been with 
extreme difficulty that we could find lodgings, 
though the abi/ity of Christians to entertain stran- 
gers, far exceeded that of the people before de- 
seribed. And it is no unusual thing for ministers 
who have been invited by public notices to attend 
religious meetings in certain places, with the as- 
surance that entertainment would be provided for 
them, to find on their arrival that they must seek 

their entertainment at a public house, and pay for 
‘it at the rate of one or two dollarsa day. Now 
if ministers render themselves so disagreeable by 
‘the use of tobacco, or anyother vile practice, that 
| their company is not desired, I have not one word 
'tosay. lLonce heard a minister apologize for his 
|people’s reluctance to accommodate guests, by 
jsaying that “angels do not chew tobacco, and 
therefore they were sure of not entertaining an- 
gels when they asked the brethren to their hous- 
es.” I know such men are a great annoyance 
to neat housekeepers. And méisters, who desire 
| hospitality, ought to abandon those habits that ren- 
|der their society unpleasant. 
| But this ojection is often merely on excuse. 
| Hospitality is a Christian duty, and those who 
would inthe last great day, hear the Saviour 
saying unto them, “I was a stranger and ye took

OTHER SECTS HAVE BOOK SYSTEMS. 


The Presbyterian General Assembly (old school) 
have a Publication Society on an efficient plan, 
notwithstanding their coéperation with the Amer- 
ican Tract Society, and American Sunday School 
Union. During the last year their Board publish- 
ed thirty-three new volumes, containing fifteen 
millions of pages, besides nearly five million pa- 
ges of new editions of former publications. Ma. 
ny of these are denominational books and are 
sent throughout their churches. I have before 
me a catalogue of their books published, which 
contains a brief description of seventy-eight differ- 
ent books. ‘The Episcopalians, the German Re. 
formed, and the German Lutherans all have their 
“book operations, and employ systematic efforts to 
make their people a reading and intelligent peo- 

le. 
. Erroris!s have their publication systems. The 
Universalists are active and liberal in publishing 
and circulating numerous books containing their 
perversions of divine truth and soul-destroying 
errors. ‘Their books are spread over New Eng- 
jand and the Middle States, and find circulation 
and readers in the Mississippi Valley to the re- 
mote frontiers. Three years since at a Conven- 
tion of Universalists in northern Illinois, a plan 
was adopted, resolutions passed, and efforts made 
to establish a depository of Universalist books for 
that new and interesting portion of our country. 
Passing along the streets of Louisville, Ky., last | 
December, to meeting, my attention was arrested | 
by a singular congruity of signs over a store. Im- 
mediately above the door in large letters was the 
significant word GROCERY, which in Western 
parlance meansa retail whiskey shop, and on 
another board projecting from the corner of the 
same establishment, in conspicuous letters, I read 
“UNIVERSALIST BOOKS FOR SALE HERE.” 

The Unitarians have their book and tract estab- 
lishmentin Boston,and send out thousands for gra- | 
tuitous circulation, and for sale. 

Infidelity is awake and active, politic and suc- 
cessful in the sameenterprise. Infidel books, pro- 
duced from combined operation, are extensively 
circulated over the land,

The Roman Catholic hierarchy have an exten. 
sive publication and book concern in Baltimore, 
and publishing houses in New York, New Or.

They are 
now engaged in publishing a series of attractive 
volumes for children, with delightful pictures,

Some of our brethren who are designing to 
preach on the subject of Missions the first Sabbath 
in Oct. next, may be glad to be reminded of the 
titles of some of the works which give an account 
of the origin and progress of the Baptist Missions 
both in England and America. 

ENGLISH. 

A Compendious History of the Principal Prot- 
estant Missions to the Heathen, by E. Lord, Bos- 
ton, contains a good history of the English Bap- 
tist Missions, from their origin to 1812, (rare.) 
This is a re-publication of a Brief Narration of 
the Baptist Mission to India, written by A. Fuller.

| Corn is not as forward in any of the counties as it was last 
year. Wheat is full 25 per cent better than last year, and 
the quantity to be reaped from 1-3 to 1-4 more than last 
year. The surplus will be double what it was then, 
{ In Indiana the crop exceeds any thing he ever saw, and 
| accounts from Lilinois and Wisconsia are equally favorable. 
— Tribune. 

In this section of country, and South and West of Phila- 
delphia the farmer is about sitting down afier the labor and 
fatigue incident to one of the most abundant grain harvests 
that he was ever called upon to garner. The large crop 
has not been confined to wheat alone, but has extended to 
barley and rye. ‘The yield of all these grains have been 
equally large. The same may be said of the crop of grass 
which is nuw generally secured.—The prospect of large 
crops of oats and corn is equally flattering.— Philadelphia 
Ledger.
